Bo capable is the automobile in its 
ability to stop that most driver* feel 
they still have a great reserve of 
braking power to bank on even if 
they waste it. This is a dangerous 
delusion. 
Experience 
demonstrates 
that unwise use of the brakes soon 
depletes the reserve. Sudden stop­ 
ping is wasteful in terms of gas and 
tire*, not to mention the universal 
joints which are always shocked 
Believe it or not, much overheating 
is due to sudden stopping, coolant 
being forced forward and out the 
overflow. But tile most serious con­

warpage of the brake drum s More­ 
over. there is the chance th at one 
! of the brake pistons will be jammed 
I *rfuI In Testing 
I 
How to test for a short circuit is 
simplicity itself. Just use the b a t­ 
tery.
